1. The amendments in the Paper filed June 2, 2006 have not 
been entered due to the fact that they raise new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search. 
Specifically, changing the outer layer form "comprising" a 
chlorinated lower polyolefin to "consisting of" a chlorinated 
lower polyolefin changes the scope of the claim. Narrowing the 
scope of the claim and requiring that the outer layer only 
consists of chlorinated lower polyolefin raises new issues 
because further consideration and/or search is required to 
determine whether limiting the outer layer to only chlorinated 
lower polyolefin renders the claims allowable.
